DEATH OF A NATIVE or NEWPORT.—Mr. 


John B. Atkinson died suddenly in Lawrence 
last night of heart disease. Mr. Atkinson 
was cue of the first settlers of tho city of 
his adoption, and was elected tha first alder- 
man on the orgauizalion of the city govern- 
ment.

Not only was no slar 
f that brightness there before, or any star 
isible to the naked eya, but it was found 
hen catalogues and charts came to be ex- 
mined, that no star had ever been noted 
own there, even in lists meant to include

id charts from it, showing no less than 
24,000 stars,—that is, a hundred times as

see on Iho darkest 


id clearest night; yet bis list showed no 
ar where the now one had appeared.

ouoniors do not,, however,suppose the new 
ar is really new, except iu the sense of 
eing seen for tho first time. They know 
at when last a new star appeared "in this 


way it was found to be ono of Argelauder's 
army of 324,000 stars, and watching that 
star (which had appeared iu the constellation 
of tho Northern Crown in May, 180C), thoy 
found that though it faded gradually out of 
sight to ordinary vision, the tc-lescope could 
still follow it, until it had sunk to tho tenth 
magnitude, at which degree of lustoi it re- 
mained and still remains. 
No doubt if we 


hod hod full lists of all stars down to the fif- 
teenth, or perhaps the twentieth,magnitude, 
we should have found that the new star in 
Oyguus was simply on ok! faint stnr which 
had brightened, up suddenly, and remained 
for n time as one among the stars adorning 
our skies. 


Examined with an instrument called the 


spectroscope tho now stnr gave a very 
strauge account of itself. H was found to 
bo omitting tho same sort of light as other 
stars ; but, besides that light, it emitted 
such light as comes from intensely heated 
vapors. Among tho vapors in that star 
thus (for Ihe time) intensely hot, were 
hydrogen, tho vapors of Iho metals sodium

(Pau*l March 15, 1877.) 


ft ii enacted ty tie General A»ieml>ly as 


fellows: 
SECTION 1. Section H of Chapter 2U of 


the General Statutes, "Of Executions," is 
hereby amended by inserting in the fifth 
line thereof, after the word "diapute" and 
before the word "or," tlw words "eclre fa- 
etas against bail in criminal cases," so that 
•fid section shall rood as follows ; "An ese- 
cution, original, alias or pluries, may issue 
•gainst the body of a defendant not exempt 
from arrest in an action whenever the samo 
iball have been brought upon ft penel 
•tatutej or in trover, detinue, trespass, tres. 
;pass on the case, trespass quare daiisum 
fre</il, ia which the title to Iks close was 
not in disfiuo, feire facias against bail in 
criminal oases, or whenever, the action be- 
ing for the recovery of a debt or a state or 
town tai, the cause thereof accrued before 
the 
Sjst day 
of 
March, 
1370, or 


whenever .such defendant shall have been 
«rrested and held to bail upon an original 
.writ or writ of mesne process therein, or 
whenever it shall be inado to appear to the 
court which rendered the judgment in such 
iotion,':or to any justice thereof, that such 
defendant is about to depart the State with- 
out leaving therein sufficient real or person- 
al estate to satisfy such judgment, or that 
such defendant has been guilty of fraud in 
contracting the debt, for the recovery of 
which such judgment was rendered, or in 
the concealment, detention or disposition 
of his property."

sistent herewith are hereby repealed.
